PROCLAMATION. 


WHEREAS, In and by the constitution of 


th« United States, it is provided that the 
president ahull have power to grant re- 
prieves and pardons for offences against 
the United States, except in cases of im- 
peachment, and 


WHEBEJB, A rebellion now exists where- 


by the loyal states and the government of 
the several atateo have for a long time 
been subverted, and many persons have 
committed, and are now guilty of treason 
against the United States ; 


WHKRKAS, With reference to said rebel- 


lion and treason, laws have been enacted 
by the congress, calling for the forfeiture 
and confiscation of property and liberation 
of slaves, all upon terms and conditions 
therein stated; and also, declaring that 
the president was thereby authorized at 
any time thereafter, by proclamation, to 
extend to persons who may have partlci« 
pated in the existing rebellion, in any state 
or part thereof, pardon and amnesty, with 
such exceptions and on such terma and of 
such conditions as he may deem expedient 
for the public welfare ; and 


WHKKKAB, The congressional declara- 


tion for limited aud conditional pardon ac- 
cords with well established judicial expo- 
sitions of the pardoning power; and where- 
as, with reference to said rebellion, the 
president of the United States haa issued 
several proclamations, with provisions in 
regard to the liberation of sluvea ; and 


WHKREAS, It ia now desired by some 


persona heretofore engaged in the rebellion 
to reiumo their allegiance to the United 
States, and reiuaugurate loyal state gov- 
ernments within and for their respective 
states, 


TUKRIFORE, I, Abraham Lincoln, Pres- 


ident of the United States, do proclaim, 
declare, and make knonn to all persons 
who hart directly, or by implication, par- 
ticipated in the existing rebellion, except 
at hereinafter excepted, that A PULL PAR- 
DON is GRANTED to them, and each of them, 
with restoration of all rights, if third par- 
ties shall have intervened, and upon the 
condition that they, such persons, aball 
take and subscribe an oath, and thencefor- 
ward keep and maintain said oath invio- 
ate, and which oath will be registered for 
permanent preservation, and shall be of 
he tenor and effect following, to-wit: 


THE OATH. 


I do solemnly swear, in the presence of 


Almighty God, that I will henceforth faith- 
'ally support, protect and defend the con- 
stitution of the United States and the union 
of states hereafter, and that I will in like 
manner abide by and faithfully support all 
acts of congress passed during the existing 
rebellion, with reference to slaves, so long 
and so far na not repealed, modified or held 
void by congress, or by decision of the su- 
ireme court, and that I will in like manner 
bide by, and faithfully support, all procla- 
mations of the President made during tho 
existing rebellion having reference to slaves, 
o long and so far as not modified or de- 
clared void by decisions of the supreme 
oort, 10 help me God. 
The persona excepted from the benefits 


if the foregoing provisions, are: 


1. All who are or have been civil or di- 


lomatic officers, or agents of tho so-called 
onfederate government. 


2. All who have left judicial stations uu- 
«r the United States, to aid the rebellion. 
3. All who are, or shall have been mili- 


ary or naval officers of the rank of colonel 
n the army, or lieutenant in the navy. 


4. All who left seats in the United States 
ongress, to aid in the rebellion. 
5. All who have engaged in any way in 


reating colored persons, or white persons 
n charge of such, otherwise than lawfully 


prisoners of war, and which persons may 
found in the United States service ns 


oldierg, seamen, or in any other capacity. 


I do further proclaim, declare and uiako 


known, 


Ut. That whenever in any of the States 


f Arkantas, Texas, Louisiana, Mississip- 
)i, Tenne&npr, Alabama, Georgia, Florida, 
icuth Carolina and North Carolina, a num- 
er of parsons, not less than one-tenth of 
be number of the votes cast in =mcu itate 
t the presidential election of the year of 
ur Lord 18GO, each having taken tho oath 
foresaid, and not having since violated it, 
nd being a qualified voter by the laws ol 
be state, exiiting immediately before tho 
o-called act of secession, and excluding 
U others, sh«U establish a stato govern- 
neut, which shall be republican, and in no 
wise contravening said oath, such shall be 
ecognized as the true government of tho 
tate, and the United States shall receive 
hem under the benefit of tho constitutional 
provisions which declares that the United 
kates shall guarantee to every state in the 
Jnion a republican form of government, 
and shall protect each of them from iuva- 
ion, and on application of the legislature, 
or the Bxecutive when the legislature can- 
not be convened, against domestic violence. 


SECOND—I do further proclaim, declare 


and make known, that any provision which 
may be adopted by such state government, 
n relation to the freed people of such stato, 
which shall recognize and declare their

state, the state of the boundary, the subdi- 
visions, the constitution and the federal 
code of laws, as be fore the rebellion, be 
maintained, subject only to modification, 
made necessary by the conditions herein- 
jefore stated, and such others, if any, not 
contravening such conditions which may 
>e deemed expedient by those framing tho 
new state government. 


To avoid misunderstanding, it may be 


>roper to say that this proclamation, BO far 
is it relates to State governments, has no 
reference to States wherein loyal Stato gov- 
rnments have all the while been maintain- 
ed ; and for the samo reason it may bo 
>roper to say that, whether members sent 
,o Congress from any State shall bo admit- 
,ed to seats, conventionally rests exclusive- 
y with the respective Houses, and not to 
any extent with the Executive; and still 


irther, that the proclamation is intended 
,o present to the people of the States where- 
n the national authority has been suspend- 
ed and loyal State governments have been 
subverted, a mode by which the national 
authority over every loyal State govern- 
ment may be established within said 
States, or any of thorn, and white tho mode 
presented is the best the Executive can 
mggest, with hii preae.it impressions, U 
must not be understood that another possi- 
ble mode would not be accepted.

by the-loyal ststea and the government of 
the several- states have for a long time 
been subverted, and -many persons have 
committed, and are' now guilty of treason 
against the .United States ; 


WHEKSAS, With-reference to said rebel- 


lion and treason, laws have been enacted 
by the congress, calling for the forfeiture 
and confiacation'-ofjproperty and liberation 
of slaves, all upon 'terms, and/ conditions 
therein stated; and also; declaring that 
the president was thereby authorized at 
any time thereafter, by proclamation, to 
extend to parsons who may have partici- 
pated 'in the existing rebellion, in any state 
or part thereof, pardon and amnesty, with 
such exceptions and on such ter.ms and of 
snch conditions as he may deem expedient 
for the public welfare ; 'and 


WHEREAS,. The congressional declara- 


tion for limited and conditional pardon ac- 
cords with well established judicial expo- 
sitions of the pardoning power; and where- 
as, with reference to said rebellion, the 
president of the United States has issued 
several proclamations," with provisions in 
regard to "the liberation of, slaves ; and 


WHEREAS, Tt is: now ' 'desired by some 


persons heretofore engaged in the rebellion 
to resume their allegiance to the United 
States, and reinaugurate loyal state gov- 
ernments within and for their respective 
states, 


THEEIFOKE, I, Abraham Lincoln^ Pres- 


ident of the United States, do proclaim, 
declare, and make known to 'all'persons 
who hav* directly, or by implication, par- 
ticipated in the existing rebellion, except 
ai hereinafter excepted, that A POLL PAE- 
DON is GRANTED to them, and each of them, 
with restoration of all rights, if third par- 
ties shall have intervened, and npon the 
condition that they, such persons, shall 
take and subscribe an o_ath, and thencefor- 
ward keep and maintain uaid oath invio- 
late, and which oath will be registered for 
permanent preservation, and shall be of 
the tenor and effect following, to-wit: 


THE OATH. 


I do solemnly swear, in the presence of 


Almighty God, that I will henceforth faith- 
fully support, protect and defend the con- 
stitution of the United States and the union 
of states hereafter, and that I will in like 
manner abide by and faithfully support aii 
acts of congress passed during the existing 
rebellion, with reference to slaves, so long 
and so far as not repealed, modified or held 
roid by congress, or by decision of the su- 
preme court, and that I will in liks manner 
abide by, and faithfully support, all procla- 
mations of the President made during tho 
existing rebellion havingreference to'olavea, 
80 long and so far.as not modified or de- 
clared void by decisions of the supreme 
conrt, so help me God. 


The persons excepted from the benefits 


of the foregoing provisions, are : 


1. All who are or have beea civil or.di- 


ploaatic officers, or agents af tho so-callad 
confederate government. 


2. All who have left judicial stations ua 


der the United States, to aid the rebellion.

THE REDIit.LIO:?. 


tVheti cougrea*. asiembled a year ago, tho 


war had already lasted nearly twenty months, 
and there had been many conflicts on both 
and aad sea, with varying results. Th« 
rebellion had been pressed back into reduc- 
ed limits; yet the touo of public feeling 
and opinion, M home and abroad, was not 
satisfactory. 
With other si~n?, the papa- 


ar elections, then just passed, indicated 
uneasiness among ourselves, while nmid 
much that was cold and menacing, the kind- 
est words coming fram Enropowere utterad 
n accents of pily tin* wo wore blind to sur- 
render onr commerce, which was suffering 
jrsaily from a fow armed veasols which 
were bnilt upon and furnished from foreign 
shores; and we were threatened wi'.h ,iui-h 
additions from tho same quarter as would 
sweep our trade from tho HO a find raiic our 
blockade. We had failed to elicit from Eu 
ropean governments anything hopeful upon 
this subject. 


The Emancipation Proclamation, which 


was issued ia September, was rnnnin* it* 
assigned period to tha beginning of a new 
year. A month later the final proclamation 
name, including tbe announcement that col- 
ored men of a enitabla condition would be 
received into the war service. Tho policy 
of emancipation and employing black sol- 
diers gave to the future a new n«pect, about 
whioh hope and fear and doubt contended 
in uncertain conflict. According to our 
political system, aa a matter of civil ad- 
ministration, the general government had 
no lawful power to effect umincipation in 
any etate, and for a long time it Lad been 
hoped that the rebellion could bo suppress- 
ed without resorting to it as a military 
measure. It was all the whilo deemed pos- 
sible) thai the necessity for ik might come, 
and ihat, if it should, the criila of the con 
lei* woaldihenbe presented. It came, and, 
as was intended, it was followed by (lark 
and doublfnl days. Eleven months Imve 
b«en passed. We are permitted to take 
anethei review. 
Tbe rebel borders are 


preiud still further back, and, by the 
complete opening of the Mississippi rlrtr 
the country dominated over by iho rtbol 
lion is divided into distant parti, with no 
practical connection between them. Ten- 
nessee aud Arkansas hr.ve been substan- 
tially cleared of insurgent control and 
fluenca, and the citizens iu each, cvnd own- 
ers of ilarai and advocates of slavery at 
the beginning of the rebellion, now declare 
openly for emancipation iu their respective 
etatei. Of those states not included in the 
emancipation proclamation, Maryland en<3 
Mi*a»uri, neither of which, years ago. 
would tolerate any restraint upon the «x 
tension of slavery into tha new territories 
only dispute now as to the host mode 
removing it within their own lines. 


Of those who were slave* at the beginning 


ef tha rebellion, fully one hundred thou 
sand arc now in the United States military 
service, about one-half of which number 
actually bear arms in the ranks, thu? «u 
ing the double advantage of taking R< 
much labor from the insurgent cause, fine 
supplying tbe places which must otherwise 
ba filled with ao many white mon. So far 
as tested it is difficult to arvy that they are 
not M good aoidiers as any. 


No servile insurrection, or tendency to 


violsnce or cruelty, has marked tke meaa 
ure§ of emancipation and Firming the blacks 
These measures have been inuclidiacutaec 
in foreign countries, aud, contemporary 


',<• th f'.i '-i uirc'u'Ston the tono of publio ecu- 
tirueut tWu u tmich imnroviJ. At home 
tho same measures bttvo been fully discuss- 
ed, supported, criticised, and denounced ; 
and the annual elections following are high- 
ly encouraging to those whese special duty 
it ia to b«ar the country through this great 
tml. 


Thus TTQ have the r&:Jcomng. Tho orist* 


which threatened to divide the friends of 
the Union ia past. Looking now to the 
present and future, and with reference to a 
resumption of the national authority with- 
in the States whereto that authority has 
been suspended, I havo thought fit to issue 
a proclamation, a copy of which is here- 
with transmitter!. On examination, it will 
appear, as is believed, amply justified by 
the Constitution. True, the form of an 
oath 13 given, but no man is coerced to 
take it. A man in only promised a pardon 
in case he voluntarily takes the oath, the 
Constitution authorizes the Executive to 
grant on such terms &s are fully established 
by judicial and other authority. It also 
provides, that if in many of the States 
uamfcd a real government shall be in the 
mode prescribed set up, such government 
shall ba recoguiaed and guaranteed by the 
United States, and that under it the State 
shall be protected against invasion and do- 
mostio violence. The constitutional obli- 
gation of tho United States to guarantee 
to every Stato in the Union, a Republican 
form ot Government, and to protect tha 
State iu the cases stated, is explicit and 
full; but why tender the benefits of this 
provision only to a State government set 
up in this particular way ? Thia section of 
tbe Constitution contemplates wherein tho 
element within ti State iavorable to a Ite- 
publican government iu the Union may bo 
too feeble for an opposite and hostile ele< 
ment*in the exterior, and even within the 
State. 


Such are precisely tho cases with which 


wo aro now dealing. 


An attempt to guarantee and protect a 


revised State Government constructed in 
whole or a preponderating port from the 
very element ugaiust whose hostility and 
violenco it is to be protected, is simply ab- 
surd. 


There tnuBt bo a test by which to sepa- 


rate opposing elements ao as to bnild only 
from the sound, and that test in sufficiently 
liberal one which accepts as sound whoever 
will make a sworn recantation of his for- 
mer un&oundriesf}. 


But if it be proper to propose as a test 


of admission to the political body, an onth 
of allegiance to the Constitution of the 
United States and the Union under it, why 
not altio to the laws and proclamation in 
regard to olavery? These laws and proc- 
lamations were devised and pat forth for 
tho pnrpoae of aiding tho suppression of 
the rebellion and to give them their fullest 
effect, there had to bo a pledge for their 
manlon&nc?. In my judgment they havo 
Aided, and will further aid the cause for 
which thoy were enlisted. To give up this 
principle would bo not only to relinquish a 
lover of power, but would also bo B cruel 
and astonishing breach of faith. 


I may add at this point that while I re- 


mi'.iu in my present position I shall not at- 
tempt to retract or modify tho Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation, nor shall I return to 
slavery any person who «'j free by the terms 
of the JPiwlawition, nor by any act of Con- 
gress. 


For these, pad other reasons, it is thought 


best Ihat the support of theaa provisions 
shall be included m the oath, and it ia be- 
ieved thai tho Executive may lawfully 
chum it in return for pardon and restora- 
tion of forfeited rights, which he has clear 
constitutional power to withhold altogether, 
or grant upon the terms which he shall 
deem wisest for tho public interest. 


It should ba observed, also, that this 


,)art of the oath ia subject to the modifying 
and abrogating power of legislation and 
supremo judicial deciaion. The proposed 
acquiescence of the National Executive in 
any honorable temporary state arrange- 
ment for the freed people, is made with 
lie view of possibly modifying tha confu- 
sion and deaotution which must at firdt at- 
;ond all classes by n tot&l revolution of la- 
•>or throughout the wholo states. 


It is hoped that tho already deeply fcfflic- 


;ed people in these states may bo some- 
what moro ready to give up the cause of 
their uilliction, and to this extent this vi- 
tal matter is left to themselves. 
While no 


power of the national executive to prevent 
an ubuso ia abridged by tho proposition, 
the suggestion in tho proclamation na to 
managing the political framework of tho 
strUes, or what in called reconstruction, is 
nmdo in tho hope that it may do good 
without tho danger of barm, and will save 
[:vbor and avoid great confuaton. 


But any proclamation upon this ques- 


tion h beset with tho conflicting views 
that the step might ba delayed too long, or 
takeu to soon. Some elements for resump- 
tion seem ready for action, but remain in- 
active apparently, for want of a rallying 
point or n plan of action. Why shall I 
adopt tho plan of A rather than of B ; and 
if A and B should agree, how can they 
know Ibat the general government here will 
respect their plan ? By the proclimotion, 


plan is presented which may be accepted 


by thorn ni the rallying point and which 
they aro assured in advanca will not be ro- 
jectrd hero. This may bring them to act 
eoonor than thoy otherwise would. 


Tho objection to a premature presenta- 


tion of a plan by the National Executive, 
consigns in th» danger of committal, or 
what could be more safely left to further 
developments. Care baa been taken to so 
sbap^ tho document as to avoid embarrass- 
ment from this source. 


In saying that on certain terms certain 


classeo will be pardoned, with theij rights 
restored, it is not said other classes on 
other terms will never be included. 


In flaying a reconstruction will bo ac- 


cepted if presented in a specified way, it is 
not eaid it will never bo accepted in any 
other way. 


The movements in state 
action for 


emancipation in several of tho states not 
included iu the emancapation proclamation 
are matters of profound gratification, and 
whilo I do not repeat what I have hereto- 
fore so earnestly urgsd ou this subject, my 
general views and feelings remain unchan- 
ged, and I trust that Congress will omit no 
fair opportunity of aiding these important 
atep-i to the great consumption. 


In tho midst of other cases, however im- 


portant, we mast not losp sight of the fact 
thai the war power is still our main reli> 
unce. To that power alouo can we look 
yet, for time to give confidence to the peo- 
ple in tho contested regions that the insur- 
gents' power will not again over ran them. 
Until that confidence shall bo established, 
little can be done anywhcro for what ia 
called " Reconstruction." 
Hence, our 


chief care must still be directed to our army 
and navy, who have thus far borne them- 
selves so nobly and well. And it may be 
esteemed fortunate that in giving the great- 
est efficucy to their iudiopgngable arms, we 
do alno honorably encourage the gallant 
men, from commander to sentinel, who 
uompoee them, and to whom, moro than 
all others, tho world stands indebted for 
tho home of freedom disenthralled, regen- 
erated, enlarged and perpetuated.

From the 15UU Battery. 


SHERMAN'S PONTOON, Nor. 28, 1863. 


EDITORS GAZETTE: The great battle ao 


long pending ia at last ovor, and the result 
is all we can wish, and much more than wo 
ever dared hope for. Bragg'a army is cut 
up, demoralized, and scattered in ail direc- 
tions, while the victorious Grant is closely 
pressing the retreating enemy. Of tho 
number of prisoners and munitions of war 
taken, you have doubtless learned more 
accurately than I can inform you, for.' we 
cau learn nothing reliable, all is a confused 
jumble of facts and rumors here. The 
battery was engaged two days, from a po 
sition occupied by ua on the night of the 
23d, on the high bank of the Tennessee 
river, and from which we had a good view 
of all the fighting on the west side of tho 
ridge, and could watch the effects of our 
ahells and judge of their efficiency. 
The 


country here ia so hilly that there ia not 
much chance for tho artillery of the attack- 
ing party—infantry did tho heuvy work. 
Our horses were taken from ua on the 
morning of the second day's fight and sent 
to Chattanooga to haul Gen. Thomas' ar- 
tillery out to the front, most of the battery 
horses in his command having been sent 
to Naihvilie, as no feed could be obtained 
here. Oar own horses were in a misera- 
ble condition when they were taken from 
us, as they had been fed but once in five 
days, and when they were returned, after 
|wo days hard work, were scarcely ablo to 
stand. A number of thorn have died from 
overwork and starvation. On the morn- 
ing of the 2Gth, it was discovered that the 
rebels had evacuted tholr whole line, and 
were on the skedaddle. Thia was not un- 
expected news to us, for we knew well that 
victory was oura when the night before our 
men charged and hold the centre of the 
ridge, thus cutting the rebel army in two, 
yet 'twas joyful intelligence, and served to 
strengthen our confidence in the man who 
never yet has failed to lead us to victory, 
Gen. Grant. We oould not join in the 
pursuit, for reasons heretofore mentioned— 
the want of flesh on our horeo framc-8— 
and were therefore ordered into camp nt 
the pontoon bridge, thrown over for the 
crossing of Sherman'a troops, and here we 
have remained since, spending most of onr 
limo gathering forage .from tho country 
just gaiqed, 


Our division, as usual, has been badly 


cut up. They went in when the firing uas 
the heaviest, to support Ewiug'a divibion 
which bad got into a bad position and was 
being raked by a cross firo from the reb- 
els. I have not Icmrned the number killed 
and wounded, nor can I form any estimate 
by merely viewing the battle ground. 


Wo do not expect to remain here any 


length of time, as our division came back 
thia afternoon, and we will soon be in a 
condition to rejoin it. Rations are among 
the things that were. 
We live on what we 


can get, and as the commissary is minus 
everything, there is no danger of our eat- 
ing enough.to.make ns sick, as the individ- 
ual who runs the battery was onco afraid 
we would do in days of plenty. 


The draft list was read with interest by 


the boys, but the opinion seems to prevail 
that the three hundred do'lar clause will 
rob us of the presence of a few whom we 
arc extremely anxious to associate with for 
tho next fifteen mouths.

Thus we have, the reokoping. Tho crisis 


•which- threatened to.divide:..the.friends:of 
the Union is past. Looking now to the 
present and future,-- and with-"reference to*a 
resumption of the national authority -with- 
in the States wherein that authority has 
been'suspended, I have thought fit to issue 
a • proclamation, a copy of. which is , here- 
with transmitted.. On-examination, it will 
appear,.as ia.believed, amply justified by 
the Constitution. ; True,-the. form of an 
oath is given, but- no man is coerced to 
take it. A man is only promised a pardon 
incase he voluntarily takes the oath, the 
Constitution authorizes, tha Executive to 
grant on such terms aa are fully established 
by judicial and other authority. It also 
provides, that if in many of the States 
"named a real" government shall be in the 
mode prescribed sat up, such government 
shall bs recognized and guaranteed by the 
United States, and that under it the State 
shall be protected against invasion and do- 
mestic violence. The constitutional obli- 
gation of the United States to guarantee 
to every Stato in the Union, a Republican 
form of Government, and to protect the 
State in the caaes stated, is explicit and 
full; bat why tender the benefits of this 
provision only to a State government set 
up in thia particular way? This section of 
the Constitution contemplates wherein the 
element within a State favorable to a Re- 
publican government in the Union may be 
too feeble for an opposite and hostile ele- 
ment^in the exterior, and even within the 
State. 


Seen are precisely the cases with which 


WB are now dealing. 


An attempt to guarantee and protect a 


revised -State Government constructed in 
whole or a preponderating part from the 
very element against whose hostility und 
violenco it is to be protected, is simply ab- 
surd. 


There must bo a test by which to sepa 


rate opposing elements so as to build only 
from the sound, and that test is sufficiently 
liberal one which accepts as sound whoever 
will make a sworn recantation of his for- 
mer unsoundness. 


But if it be proper to propose as a test 


of admission to the political body, an oath 
of allegiance to the Constitution of the 
United Sttites and the Union under it, why 
not also to tho laws aad proclamation in 
regard to slavery ? Theso laws and proc- 
lamations were devised and put forth for 
tho purpose of aiding the snpprension of 
the rebellion and to give them their fullest 
effect, there ' had to be a pledge for their 
mantouanoe. In my judgment they have 
aided, and wil! further aid the cause for 
which they were enlisted. To give np thia 
principle would be not only to relinquish a 
lever of power, but would also be a cruel 
and astonishing breach of faith. 


I may add at this point that while I re- 


main in my present position I shall not at- 
tempt to retract or modify tbo Emancipa- 
tion Proclamation, nor shall I return to 
slavery any person who is free by the terms 
of the, Proclamation, nor by any act of Con- 
grees.

THE REBELHOS, 


When congress asiemblod a year sgo, she 


war bad already lasted nearly twenty months, 
and there had been many conflicts on both 
land and s»a, -with varying results. Th« 
rebellion had been pressed back into reduc- 
ed limits; yet th» tone of pnblio feeling 
»nd opinion, at home and abroad, vras not 
satisfactory. 
With other sign?, iWpopn- 


lar fllectioas, then1 just passed, indicated 
uneasintsB among ourselves, while aicid 
muoh that was cold -ind menacing, the kind- 
est words coming from Europe wsrt uttered 
in aoo«jnti of pity thai we were blind to sur- 
render onr commtrce, which was suffering 
gretttly from a few armed veisels which 
were bsilt npon and furnished from foreign 
shorts ; and we wore threatened with -auuh 
additions from the same quarter as would 
sweep our trade from the sea and raise our 
blockade. Wa had failed to elicit from En- 
rop»an governments anything hopeful upon 
tbis subject. 


The Emancipation Proclamation, which 


was iesned in .September, was running it» 
assigned period to the beginning of a new 
yoar. A month later the final proclamation 
oame, including the announcement that col- 
orad men of ft suitable condition would be 
r»c«ired into th» war service. The policy 
afamancipation and employing black sol- 
diers gave to ths future a new aspect, about 
whioh hope and fear and doubt contended 
in uncertain coaSict. According _ to our 
political system, K a. matter of civil ad- 
miniitratioo, the general governmant had 
no lawfal power to effect emancipation in 
any state, and for a long lime it had been 
hoped that the rebellion could be suppress- 
ed without resorting to it as a military 
measure. It was all the while deemed pos- 
sibl* that th« necessity for it might come, 
and that, if it should, the crisis of the- con- 
test would then b» presented. It came, and, 
as w«» intended, it was followed by dark 
and donbtfal day«. Eleven months have 
buan passed. Wo are permitted to Uke 
another rsvi»w. 
The rebel borders ar« 


pressed still farther back, and,, by th» 
complete opening of the Mississippi rirsr, 
th» country dominated over by the rebel- 
lion is divided into distant parts, with no 
practical connection between them. Ton- 
nesses and Arkansas havs bean substan- 
tially cleared of insurgent control and in- 
fluence, »nd the citizens in oach, and cwn- 
eri of slaves and advocates of ilavery at 
th» beginning of the rebellion, now declare 
openly for emancipation in thair respective 
itatfle. 
Of those states not included in the 


emancipation proclamation, Maryland and 
Miieeuri, neither of which, ysars ago, 
would tolerate any restraint upsn She ex- 
tension of slavery into the new territories 
only dispntt now a: to the bost modo of 
removing it within their own lines. 


Of those who were slaves at the beginning 


ef-the rebellion, folly one hundrad thou- 
sand are now in the United States military 
service, about one-half of which number 
actually bear arms in the ranks, thus giv- 
ing tbe donble advanlaga of taking so 
mnch kbor from the insurgent ciaae, and 
supplying the places which mcst otherwise 
ba filled with eo many -white men. So far 
as tested it is difficult to e&y that they are 
not a* good soidiers as any. 


No eefvile insnrrection, or tendsncy to 


violence or cruelty, has marked tbe maas- 
ures of emancipation and nrming the blacks. 
Theae measures have been much diacu.aed 
in foreign ooaDtries, and, contemporary 


soonar than they otherwise 


The objection to a premature presenta- 


tion of a plan by the National Executive, 
consists ia th? danger of committal, or 
what could be more safely left to further 
developments. Care has been taken to so 
sbapa the document as to.avold embarrass- 
ment from this source. 


In saying that on certain terms certain 


will be pardoned, with theiy rights 


restored, it ia not said other classes on 
other terms will never be included. 


In saying a reconstruction will bo ac- 


cepted if presented in a specified way, it is 
not said it wiil never bo accepted in any 
other way. 


The movements in state 
action for 


emancipation in several of the states not 
included in the emancapation proclimation 
sre matters of profound gratification, and 
while I do not repeat what I have hereto- 
fore so earnestly urgud on this subject, my 
general views and feelings remain unchan- 
ged, and I trust that Congress will omit no 
fair opportanity of aiding these important 
steps to the great consumption. 


In the midst of other cases, however im- 


portant, we must not lose aight of the fact 
thai the war power is tti.ll OUT main reli- 
ance. To that power alone can we look 
yet, for time to give confidence to the peo- 
ple in the contested regions that the insur- 
gents' power .will not again over run them. 
Until that confidence shall bo- established, 
little can be done anywhere for what ia 
called " Reconstruction." 
Hence, our 


chief care must still be directed to our- army 
and navy, who have thus far borne them- 
selves so nobly and well. And it may be 
esteemed fortunate that ia giving the great- 
est effiouey to thair indispensable arms, we 
do also honorably encourage the gallant 
men, 
from commander to sentinel, who 


compose them, and to whom, more than 
nil others, tho world stands indebted for 
the home of freedom disenthralled, regen- 
erated, enlarged and perpetuated.

From the 13th Battery. 


SHERMAN'S PONTOON, Nov. 28, 1863. 


EDITORS GAZETTE: The great battle so 


long pending is at last ovor, and the. result 
is all we can wish, and much more than we 
ever dared hope for. Bragg's army ie cut 
up, demoralized, and scattered in nil direc 
tloni, while the victorious Grant ia closely 
pressing the retreating enemy. Of the 
number of prisoners and munitions of war 
taken, yon have doubtless learned more 
accurately than I can inform yon, for^ we 
can learn nothing reliable, all is a confused 
jumble of facts and rumors here. 
The 


bittery was engaged two days, from a po 
sition occupied by ns on the night of the 
23d, on the high bank of the Tennessee 
river, and from which we had a good view 
of all the fighting on the west side of the 
ridge, and could watch the effects of our 
shells and judge of their efficiency. 
The 


country here is BO hilly that there ia not 
much chance for the artillery of tbe attack- 
ing party— infantry did the heavy work. 
Our horses were taken from us on the 
morning of the second day's fight and sent 
to Chattanooga to haul Gen. Thomas' 
tillery out to the front, moat of the battery 
horses in his command having been sent 
to Nashville, aa no feed could be obtained 
here. Our own horses were in a misera- 
ble condition when they were taken from 
us, aa they had been fed bnt once in five 
days, and when they were returned, after 
Iwo days hard work, were scarcely able to 
stand. A camber of them have died from 
overwork and starvation. On the morn- 
ing of the2Gtb, it wag discovered' that the 
rebels had evacnted their wholo lino, and 
were on tha ikedaddle. This was not un- 
expected news to us, for we knew well that 
victory was onrs when the night before oar 
men charged and hold the centre of the 
ridge, thus outline the rebel army in two, 
yet 'twas joyful intelligence, and served to 
strengthen our confidence in the man who 
never yet has failed to lead as-'to victory, 
Gen. Grant. We could not join in the 
pursuit, for reasons heretofore mentioned — 
ihe want of flesh on our horse frames — 
and were therefore ordered into camp ' at 
the pontoon Bridge, thrown . over ,_ for the 
crossing of Sherman's troopi, and here we 
u&re remained since, spending most of onr 
tim« gathering forage .from' the country 
uat gained, 


Our division, as usual, has been badly 


cut np. 
They went in when the firing iras 


the heaviest, to support Ewing'e division 
which had got into a bad position and waa. 
soing raked by a cross fire from tbe reb- 
els. I have not laarned the number killed 
and wounded, nor can I form any estimate 
by merely, viewing the battle ground. 
: 


We do not expact to remain here cny 


length of time, as our division came back 
this afternoon, and we will soon be in & 
condition to rejoin it. .Rations are among 
the things that were. 
We live on what we 


can get, and as the commissary is minus 
everything, there is no danger of our eat- 
ing enongh_to.n;aka ns sick, as the individ- 
ual who runt tha battery was onco afraid 
we would do in days of plenty. 


The draft list was road with interest by 


the boys, but the opinion seems to prevail 
thai the three hundred dollar clause -will 
rob us of the presence of a few whom we 
are extremely anxious to associate with' for 
tha nest fiftton months.

To the Honorable, tbe Mayor and Common Council of 


the City of Janeivlllo. 
The undersigned, electors of the city of 


JanestUle, believing that the qnota of vol- 
unteers to be furnished by this city under 
the last proclamation of the President call- 
lag for troops, can and should be raised 
before the 5th day of next January, by of- 
fering a bounty of $200, to each volunteer, 
and believing that the whole property of the 
city should be equally taxed in raising this 
bounty money; and further believing that 
the $300 commutation clause will be strick- 
en ont, and the two classes liable to milita- 
ry duty thrown into one, by Congress, and 
tbat it it more noble and generous in a 
oomcaaniiy like ours to raiie its quota of 
rolnn'-eers by a liberal bounty, th&n to have 
iU poor dragged from their families into the 
field under the operation of tho conaerip
